Our 
forward  line,  which  produced  26  goals  (Jimmy  Kosinski  with  9;  Henry  Gurski  with 
6)  and  our  squad  of  capable  reserves  must  also  be  given  much  credit. 

We  may  all  look  forward  and  be  assured  that  Weehawken  High  School  will 
have  another  fine  record  next  year.  With  Looney  at  goalie,  Pete  Schwalbach,  Joe 
Puglisi  and  George  Forte  on  the  forward  line,  and  Bob  Duffy  and  John  Kelly  in  the 
backfield,  how  can  we  miss?
